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Applicant's arguments filed July 18, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

The Applicant argues that there is no motivation to combine Olson, Obel, Anderson, Kaib, Rockwell since the art is absent some 
teaching or suggestion, which might motivate one of skill in the art to combine the prior art. However, the Examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where 
there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally 
available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 
347, 21 USPQ2d 1 941 (Fed. Cir. 1 992). In this case all of the teaching are extremely analogous and would have been obvious to an 
artisan to combine. 

The Applicant argues that the Examiner seems to have focused on battery charging and status indicators instead of capacitor 
charging and status indicators. The Examiner agrees with the Applicant, but points out that the capacitor was interpreted to be a device 
to store electrical energy. A battery is such a device that stores electrical energy as pointed out in the prior art.
